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IN PLEA FOR PEACE

Sixteen Girls Bearing Golden
Crosses Act as Mayor's
Messengers in Demonstra-

tion—Churches Aid.

Bixtesn 1itle girls, In immaculate white,
ench oarrying & large white fag deeo-
rated with a large golden coross, were
sent by Mayor Blankenburg (his nfter-
noon Aa messengers of peace (o mora
than 100,000 Christlan men, women and
ehlldren, assembled In 18 sectlons of the
elty, Jolnlng In what probably wana the
greatest church demonstration ever held
in Philadelphia.

The occaslon was the Afth annual Bun-
day mschool parade of the Philadelphin
County Sunday School Associntion, but
it wan far more than a parade. Tt was
# monster demonstration made by men,
women and ehildren In more than a score
of sectlional parades. it was a magnifi-
cent appeal for peace throughout the
world.

In thess days when all the leading
natione of Europe are engaged In ter-
rible conflicts, the officinls of the Sunday
School Association decided to make the
annual demonstration one for peace.
Mayor Blankenburg and othér prominent
men of the city Joined heartlly in the
movement. The result was that a blg
central meeting was held In the Cham-
bers-Wylle Prosbyterlan Church, Broad
streat, below Pine, and the 16 white-clad
children, ranging In ages from 3 to 10
yvears, were there presented with the per-
ponal message from the Mayor, and were
epcorted by the Review Commitles to
their different sectional assemblles where
the messagea were turned over to Lthe
marshals {n charge and read to the thou-
sande of waltlng Sundny school officers,
teachers and pupils.

CHURCHES MAKFE APPEAL.

The meeting In the Chambers-\Wylle
Chureh was an enthuslagtic nppeal for
peace and good-will to all men. Follow-
ing the singing of “Stand Up for Jesus,™
a peace prayer was offered by the Rev.
Dr. J. Grant Newman, the pastor, and
then John Walton, president of the County
Argsoclation, spoke a brief word of wel-
come. This was followed by more sing-
ing and greeting by John Wanamaker
and President Russeell H. Conwell, of
Temple University. Then came the spe-
clal demonstration for peace.

deovrge H, Streaker, chalrman
general committee in charge of the
parades and mectings, received on the
platform little Riehard Moore, who car-
ried a beautiful American fing, and the
boy was followed by the 14 smnll girlg,
who unfuried their banners of gold and
white., Direetor Harte, of the Department
of Health, as the representative of Mayvor
Blankenbury, spoke briefly to the young
courlers and then sent them away, cach
with the Mayvor's peace message tightly
clneped In her hand.
